asleep. Along about 2 o'clock in the

Ho that, as far as one 
institution is concerned, there can be 
no fault found in the matter of en 
couragement. Probably other insti- 
tutions could tell a similar story, but 
we can speak only as far as onr per- 
sooal knowledge in the matter ex- 
tend*.
